The official vehicle assigned 
to ‘is presently a CIA registered vehicle and was purchased 
from Agency funds prior to Congressional action approving a separate 
appropriation for the IC Staff. When a replacement is required for this 
vehicle, it will be purchased from the IC Staff appropriation.
